‘‘Employ guerilla tactics. 
“Be patient, and disperse w hen­ 
ever you see an enemy plane. 
“Discard white clothes and wear 


khaki, in order to avoid being an 
easy targ et for the Italians. 
“Pitch 
your 
tents 
near 
your 
chiefs’ tents, always under the cover 
of trees and bushes. 
“Tents m ust be separated by at 
least eight m eters. 
“If you see an airplane, leave the 
road or open field and hide in the 
jungle. 
“All 
soldiers 
w ith 
good 
guns 
should th en shoot the airplane.”

Sibley of the United States chamber 
of commerce today called on the 
Roosevelt administration for a con­ 
vincing assurance of stability in or­ 
der that business may forge ahead. 
Such an assurance, he said, will 
allowr business and industry to go 
forward, lack of such assurance, he 
added, will throw insurmountable 
obstacles in the path. 
Speaks At Lunch 
Sibley spoke at the annual cen­ 
tenary lunch of the Philadelphia 
Chamber of Commerce. His address 
was broadcast. 
Economic conditions of the pres­ 
ent are in many respects unsound, 
charged the speaker. 
“They substitute for definite pol­ 
icy and custom the shifting sands of 
political ex p erien cy h e asserted. 
Sibley picked out new tax policies, 
lavish 
expenditures, 
unbalanced 
budget, and laws “as yet not passed 
upon 
the court's” 
as stumbling 
blocks. 
Congress has not resorted to time- 
honored remedies in writing many 
of the new laws. He went on. 
“It has,” he said, “followed the 
procedure of expanding political 
control over the mobilization and 
distribution of credit.” 
Currency deflation, the $4,880,- 
000,000 work-relief fund, new trade 
policies, rising living costsr—these 
and many others were listed as ail­ 
ments of economic America today. 
Outlook Obscured 
“There is scarcely a field of eco­ 
nomic activity in wThich the outlook 
is not obscured by uncertainties 
arising out of changes in govern­ 
mental policy,” Sibley said. 
“It is at least timely—especially so 
on an occasion like this—to ask our­ 
selves whether we are shaping a 
course which will encourage busi­ 
ness to exert its efforts to the full­ 
est possible extent to the end that 
production may be expanded, the 
national income may be increased, 
taxation may be held within con­ 
structive limits, employment may be 
stimulated, the necessity for relief 
may be lessened and the nation may 
get back on a firm financial foot­ 
ing.” 
Business can accomplish the de­ 
sired end, Sibley concluded, but it 
must, to do this, be aided by the 
proper assurances.
